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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of group I, claim 1 -4 and 29 - 37 in Paper No. 7, file on 1 1/19/02 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP § 818.03(a)), therefore, the election/restriction is made FINAL. 

Priority 

2. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Denmark on 12/17/1998. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified 
copy of the PA 199801661 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Drawings 

3. The drawings filed on 06/1 5/01 (figure 21 and figure 23) are acceptable subject to 
correction of the informalities indicated on the attached "Notice of Draftperson's Patent Drawing 
Review," PTO-948.

Claim Objections

to overcome the objection set forth in this Office action. 

7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
record of prior art does not show a wind turbine wherein a first suspension being suspended by 
the nacelle and defining substantially vertically extending supporting surfaces, the outer surface 
of each of said elongated member such as the electrical power cables for a longitudinal length of 
at least four times the mean outer diameter of the item being in abutting contact with and 
squeezed between at least two of each supporting surfaces so that a substantial part of the weight 
of the member is supported by the first suspension.
